Clainns 28-35 and 38-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed Invention is not supported by either a credible, specific 
and substantial asserted utility or a well established utility. Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but are not found to be 
persuasive. No substantially new arguments have been presented, and thus the rejection is maintained for reasons of record. It is the 
Examiner's position that the present specification fails to precisely disclose what the correlation between PR01749 polynucleotide 
amplification and PR01759 polypeptide expression is or the significance of any such correlation. A specific benefit does not exist in 
currently available form because the skilled artisan would not know if the expression of the PR01749 polypeptide would be upregulated, 
down-regulated, or unchanged in cancer. Therefore, amplification of the PR01759 polynucleotide does not impute a specific and 
substantial utility to the PR01759 polypeptide. 



Claims 26-35 and 38-40 are also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. Specifically, since the claimed invention is not supported 
by either a specific and substantial asserted utility or a welt established utility for the reasons set forth above, one skilled in the art clearly 
would not know how to use the claimed invention. No substantially new arguments have been presented, and thus the rejection is 
maintained for reasons of record. 

Claims 28-32 and 39-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112. first paragraph, as containing subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was 
filed, had possession of the claimed invention. No substantially new arguments have been presented, and thus the rejection is 
maintained for reasons of record. 
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
